a prominent part in the discussion of 
the anti pooling bill in the house, on 
Tuesday 
The bill, which is intended 


to prevent railroad companies from re- 
ceiving pay for services not rendered in 
tie transportation of freight or passeo 
gers and to prohibit railroad corpora- 
tions from pooling or dividing tb<- 
>ir 


earnings for freight or passenger traffic, 
was on its second reading. 
Mr- ^ur- 


fee had offered an amendment, ^to add 
a provision prohibiting corporations of 
all kinds from combining and fixing a 
uniform price for their products, which 
he supported in a lengthy speech. 
The 


Springfield Registers report says : 


Mr. Rogers took the floor and deliv- 


ered an elaborate and able address on 
the merits of the bill. Ho was opposed 
to the amendment, bat in lavor of the 
bi'l as ^it stood. 
He did not believe 


that the amendment would b? ot any 
benefit to the people while he thought 
the bill would. 
He said the people 


owed about fifteen million of dollars 
for railroad grants . that railroads have 
been constructed over all portions of 
the State regardless of the wish of the 
people and had. after obtaining their 
on'ctit 
to construct roads, violated 


every promise they had made, fnd had 
gone so far as to attempt to defraud 
the 
people through the courts , and 


that a stop should be put to this pool- 
ing, whioh was only (or the purpose of 
defrauding the people and extorting a 
high rate for services which were never 
rendered. 


Mr. Rogers, continuing, said that it 


was true tnat the Supreme Court of the 
United States and of the State of Illi- 
nois had decided that the Legislature 
bad the right to regulate the charges 
made by railroads, and he for one was 
in favor of the present General Assem- 
bly restricting the powers of railroad 
companies, and making them conform 
more to the requirements of the people 
who 
authorized 
thoir 
construction. 


While he was in favor of railroad com- 
panies making a profit 
on all their 


transactions, he was opposed, though, 
to their accumulating wealth at the ex- 
pense of the agricultural and mechani- 
cal industries of the State , the farmer, 
laborer and mechanic had rights which 
oven railroad companies were bound to 
respect, if other corporations were in- 
fringing upon the peoples' rights, let a 
bill be introduced to restrict them also, 
and he would vote for it, but as to this 
bill, he wus in lavor of it being passed 
just as it was. without any amend- 
ments, and concluded his remarks by 
appealing to the members to support 
the bill as it stood. 


His address was very attentively lis- 


tened to and well received by the House. 
Mr. Rogera has evidently given the 
subject a great deal of attention and 
doubtless knows the wants of big con- 
stituents, who are congratulated on be- 
ing represented by Mr. Rogers. 


The bill was finally ordered to a third 


reading.

EDITORS

the question of gravel walKs baa been 
prominently brought before the public 
through the inaugural of our re-elected 
major, it 13 now in place for all Viho m ij 
soOesireto express ao opinion of such 
walks 
With all due respect lo the opin 


ion of our worthy mayor, your corres 
pondent believes it can be safely asserted 
tbat, instead of having haj a fair tiial, 
there has not been a single public gra\el 
walk made by (he city. The walks bear- 
ing the name are little else than carica- 
tures, anO. bold about the same relation 
to a true gravel walk as a pavement made 
from salmon onck bears to one made ot 
hard burned brick It is scarcely saying 
too much lo state that our present so- 
called gravel walks are enough to raise 
the suspicion tha', in Ihelr construction, 
the object was no', so much lo succeed as 
it was to throw discredit on that mode of 
making walks 


Befoie ubaDdon'.ng Ihe idea of gravel 


walks let the city construct at least o) f 
such wu!k as an experiment, and let it be 
made of euch material na the name im- 
plies—gravel. Let the subsurface drum- 
age be as perfect as would be required m 
the making of a good brick sidewalk Let 
the walk be sufficiently high, well raised 
in ils cente;, or sufficiently sloped to- 
wards the street gutter 
Let there be a 


good fouudation of coarse gravel, br.ck- 
bats, broken fragments ot u!e or other 
suitable malciuu 
Upon this well-drained 


foundation put ui, least four inches of 
gruvi'l, all of which should be well packid 
and bealca down 
It may be possible 


that out gravel wlh fail to pack as solidly 
as the gravel of some other localities, but 
such a possibility should not deter our 
city authoiuies from attempting to make 
gravel walks a success 


Sidewalks being an indispensible ne- 


cessity in a city, their cost, durability, 
safety, and suitableness will ever remain 
questions worthy of the sober and earnest 
thought of city authorities As com pared 
with walks made of boards or brick, grav- 
el walks have the advantage in cost and 
durability. With lespect to safety they 
have the advantage of the common board 
walk 
The point lo settle is whether 


they can be made suitable walks, and to 
undertake to settle this matter without 
having first constructed a gravel walk, 
will not be satisfactory to many. Apply 
the same mles in testing tboir suitable- 
ness as you would in other like improve- 
ments, and the fr.ends ot gravel walks 
will be satisfied with the results 


Not c'aiuuing that common gravel walks 


are as sightly or as suitable for general 
UbC ns stone, or a good Drick pavement, 
your correspondent fully agrees with our 
major m recommending brick sidewalks 
for Ihe business portion of our city

At present it 


has no government, no court?, nothing 
but stock and their keepers. The latter 
are a law uoto themselves, and a terror 
to the people of the adjacent territories, 
who, in turn, are regarded much in the 
light of cut-throats by civilized com- 
munities. 
The public lands commis- 


sioner recommends the attaching of 
this hitherto unknown country to New 
Mexico, and its inhabitants brought 
under the laws of that territory. This 
plan does not contemplate too great 
rapidity in civilizing the new region, 
but as rapid, perhaps, as the conditions 
will admit.

In<llana'g Hew Amendments. 


The result of the recent special elec- 


tion in Indiana on the question of the 
new amendments to the state constitu- 
tion was their adoption by a very large 
majority, and they are DOW, to all in- 
tents and purposes, a part of tho organic 
lavr of the state. The six amendments 
are as follows : 


Number 1 provides that voters shall 


b^ve resided in the state for sis months, 
in the township sixty days and in tbe 
ward or precinct thirty days iujmediate- 
Iv preceding an election. 


Numbers 2 and 4 strike out the word 


"white" in the constitution and the 
clause which forbids negroes from vot- 
ing- 


Number 3 changes the time of the 


state election from October to Novem- 
ber, and authorizes the legislature, in 
its discretion, to provide for the election 
of judges at special elections. 


Number 4 provides for the grading 


of fees and salaries according to popu- 
lation and service required. 


Number 5 gives the legislature power 


to establish supplementary courts. 


Number 6 prohibits any city, town, 


county or township from ever going in- 
to debt for aoy purpose to an amount 
exceeding 2 per cent, on the value of 
its taxable propeity.

General Garfield's habits in tbe White 


House are regular, and most exemplary. 
He is up at seven o'clock, and before 
any of his family except his venerable 
mother, who is an hour ahead of him. 
The family breakfast at eight, but be- 
fore that time the President finds time 
to glance at the papers. After break- 
fast, which is over by half-past eight, 
the President goes into his office and 
gives directions touching such mail 
matter as requires bis personal atten- 
tion. He spends probably an hour dic- 
tating personal letters to bis steno- 
grapher. * Then he joins his family, has 
a chat with them for a few minutes, 
and is ready to greet the howling mob 
who are breaking their shins on the out- 
side. At two o'clock the President 
usually denies further interviews to the 
office-seekers, and at half past two takes 
bis lunch with the family. Between 
three and four o'clock he reads the New 
York dailies. Usually between four and 
five some member of the Cabinet will 
drop in. 
Blaine calls in every day. At 


six o'clock the President dines, and 
spends the evening with his family, en- 
tertaining such personal friends as call. 
There are no Sunday night singing 
classes at the White House now. The 
President is a great lover of children. 
He enjoys their company and loves to 
romp with them. His oldest daughter, 
Mollie, is of that ige when her lessons 
and her educational advancement re- 
quire much attention. Her father takes 
a deep interest in her welfare. 


So far Mrs. Garfield has made a 


splendid mistress of the White House. 
Of course, everything is new to her, 
but she has the assistance of Mrs, 
Blaine, whose acquaintance' is 
far- 


reaching, and has an agreeable way of 
making people feel at home. The so- 
ciety people in this city, who have met 
Mrs. Garfield are pleased with her. She 
baa a sincere, pleasing way that she 
makes an impression. 
Nor ie she at all 


stuck up because she happens to be in 
the Whito House. 
Any of her old 


friends about Mentor who call will find 
that she is the sume as when they call- 
ed at the Liwnfisld farm.

In view of the fact that the qaes. 


tion of license or no license enters 
largely into all our municipal elections 
in this state, and because of the appar- 
ent impossibility of obtaining a fair 
expression of the sentiment of the 
people on the matter as long as the 
issue is allowed to be mired up' with 
the more distracting ones which arise 
as to the personal fitness of candidates 
for office, the legislature is making an 
earnest effort to provide a way by which 
the question may be submitted upon its 
own merits, and shorn of ev«ry other 
complication. With this end in view 
Senator Clark, of Coles, has introduced 
'•A bill for an act in relation to grant- 
ing license to keep dram shops in cities, 
Tillages and towns." 
The bill seems 


practical and well-designed to carry out 
the purpose for which it was framed. 
It was introduced in the senate March 
9, read/a first time, referred to the com- 
mittee on miscellany, reported back, 
passage recommended, and ordered to 
second reading, March 10. 
The fol- 


lowing is the full text of the bill : 


SECTION 1. 
He it enacted by the People 


of the State of Illinois represented in the 
General Assembly, That the ciCy coun- 
cils m cities and tbe board of laustees in 
villages and towns incorporated under 
the general law or under any special law 
of this State are hereby authorized, at or 
before the firist meeting in the month 
preceding the month io which the gen- 
eral municipal election is held m eucb 
city, village or 'own, to submit to the 
voters at the ensuing election the ques- 
tion of granting license to keep dram- 
shops, and it such case it shall be tbe 
duty of the officer giving notice for the 
election to insert in such notice the fact 
that such a question has been submitted 
to be voted upon. 


<> 2. 
Whenever such question ahull 


have been submitted as in section one of 
this act provided, it shall he the duty of 
the officers canvassing such votes to also 
canvass the number of votes cast "for 
license" and "against license," and if it 
shall appear that a greater number of 
votes shall have been cast "for license" 
than haue been cast "against license" it 
shall be tbe duty of tbe proper officers to 
grant license 
for dram-shops, under 


proper regulations and in conformity with 
.^be provisions of tbe statute relating 
thereto, and if it shall appear that a 
greater number of votes have been cast 
"against license" than have been cast 
"for license" no license shall be granted

3. In case such corporate authori- 


ties shall take no action, as authorized la 
section one of tbis act, on or before th 
lime therein mentioned, then, on th 
written petition of legal voters in num 
ber equal to at least one-fifth tbe anmbc 
voting at the first preceding muuioipa 
election being filed with tbe ofllcer whos 
duty U is to give notice of election, t 
shall be the duty of such officer to in- 
clude in such notice the fact that such 
petition has been filed in his 
office,

shall in all respects be governed in their 
action the same as though such question 
had been submitted as provided in sec 
tion 1 of this act.

Mrs. Abagatl C. Disbrow, aged 67 years 


mother of James Uisbrow, a resident of War- 
rensburg, was brought before Judge Greer 
this forenoon, and was made the subject of « 
jury investigation as to her alleged insane 
condition. Tbe following named gentlemen 
were subpoenaed by Sheriff Foster and served 
as Jurors: Dr. E. W. Weems, Edward Hughes, 
John Freeman, George Simpson, H. T. Morri- 
son 'and George Warren. Several witnesses 
testified, among the number James Disbrow 
and Dr. C. F. Demsey, who has been attending 
Mrs. Disbrow during her former and last de- 
mented attacks. On April IT, 1878, Mrs. Dis- 
brow Was the subject of Inquiry as to Insanity 
before Judge Greer, but the Jury on that occa- 
sion failed to sustain tbe charge preferred 
against her; but on the 24th of April, 1376, she 
was again brought before the court, and tbe 
Jury tben were convinced thut she should be 
sent to the Jacksonville Asylum for skilled 
treatment. She remained in the asylum until 
August, 1876, wben she was sent to Warrens- 
burg in apparent sound mind. 
Not until 


about til weeks ago did Mrs. Disbrow show 
any rtgos of returning insanity, but since 
Feb. 1st she has had several attacks, and dur- 
ing eaob attack she has been vicious and even 
dangerously Insane—so much so that she bad 
to be watched continually for fear that the 
would Injure herself or do bodily barm toaome 
one about the house. During her last attack 
sho attempted to strike her son's wife with a 
heavy iron poker and tried to smash the furni- 
ture about the .h.9;iw. The jury returned a 
verdict In effect sustaining the charge of la- 
sanity, hod recommended tbat tbe old lady be 
sent to Jacksonville for treatment. She will 
be taken to the State Asylum this afternoon, 
where »Ue will receive skilled attention and be 
compelled to take tbe medicine that may be, 
provided for her.

The winter term of the Decatur Public 


Schools ended at 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon and tbe buildings will remain 
closed until' Monday, March 37, wben the 
spring term of school will comnienc*?" 


DecatQT has ever had a due apprecia- 


tion of her educational facilities, yet it 
must be acknowledged by the observing 
resident that each year proves to us that 
there is an advanced movement in this 
respect. Tbe students attending the High 
School show a dipping down In age, yet 
they are as fully competent to grapple 
the advanced studies as those who reached 
the big building in years gone by.

THE SMALL-POX SCARE. 


:llon or the Mtte Boanl or llf»l(h-TI«i»ljr 


Jitcommt filial IOID>. 


The spread and ravages of the small- 


pox in various localities ia Illinois have 
attracted tbe attention of the State Board 
of Health, of which Dr. J. .M. Gregory is 
sresident. 
The secretary of the board 


las caused to be issued for general distil- 
)ution and publication the following cir- 
cular letter, which those in authority will 
do well to carefully peruse: 


STATE BOARD or HEALTH. SPRINGFIIL», 
March 15.- Owing to the fact that there are 
now five points In tbe state from which small- 
pox may be disseminated, In addition to It* 
teneral prevalence la other states, the state 
board of health Jeems It Us duty to warn the 
people that prompt and decisive action must 
be taken to prevent Its spread. The history 
of the recent outbreak In Fulton oouatj. Is • 
practical illustration of what can be done tn 
the way of prevention. All the deaths that 
occurred at Cuba wore among Individuals who 
bad never been vaccinated. 
In other* who 
were exposed and promptly vaccinated, tbe 
vaccine disease and the varfolousMlseaseran 
heir course together without fatal oonse- 
guences or serious sickness, while some who 
had been previously vaccinated suffered: from 
mild yarlolold, the greater number escaping.— 
In this connection the board would remind tho 
medical profession that In case a doubt exists 
with regard to diagnosis. It is their duty to 
throw the doubt In favor of precautions. Tbl» 
will bo appreciated wheo It Is elated that the 
lust cases In Fulton and Pike counties were 
callodohicken-pojc. Tho board fully recognizes 
tbediOlculty Iu'casesUn the early stages of 
the disease to positively decide, but at this 
time It Is safe to treat all suspicious cases as If 
they were small-'pox. 
All should be vaccinated or rcvacclnateJ.— 
Great respanslblllty rests upon school boards 
and local boards of health. Noue should be 
allowed to attcud school who have not recent- 
ly been vaccinated. Tbe proprietors of man- 
ufacturing establishments and railway mana- 
gers should insist upon the same precaution 
being taktn by their employes. 
The state board ot health will co-operate, 
with locnJ boards to th6 full extent of Its. 
power. Circulars containing Instruction! for 
the management of the disease will be sent to 
any address upon application to tbe secretary.

The Press for Place. 


How the Stalwarts Feel. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—As 


predicted io these dispatches, the name 
of "Long" Jones was sent to the Sen- 
ate for tho United States Marahalship 
of Chicago District to-day. Gen. Rich- 
ard Rowett, of Carlinville, is here, and 
will probably secure the Collectorship 
of the Fourth District of Illinois, as 
he is strongly ^backed by Senator Lo- 
gan. Indications are now that Gen, 
Piggott will carry off the postal plum 
at Qainoy, 111. The stalwarts all wear 
smiling faces, especially as the nomina- 
tions in New York suit them to a dot. 


The usual number of oauonses were 


held to-day by the Republicans. 
As 


they were merely for the arrangement 
of the Senate slate for officers, there 
wag not a quorum for business. Thei'e 
is t distressing apathy in ladling out 
the small pot of soup, except on the 
part of those who are actively pasting 
np their plates. As for the office- 
seekers at large, they seem to be on tho 
increase. A fresh installment of office- 
seekers have put in an appearance with- 
in the past twensy-four hours, taking 
the places of the disheartened ones 
who are now walking home. The Indi- 
ana and Kentucky '"seekers" are espe- 
cially numerous. The rumor is abroad 
that the President intends to shake up 
the Federal offices ia Indiana, and there 
from six to fifteen applications for each 
place. The Kentuokians who are here 
are clamoring for the District Attorney- 
ship. This office has been vacant by 
reason of Gen. Wharton's resignation, 
for two weeks ; meanwhile the appli- 
cants hang around the White House 
and bother the President to distraction. 
The Pennsylvania office-seekers are also 
still conspicuous. 
There are three 


good fat Federal offices in Pittsburg, 
for which there are twenty ravenous 
applicants. 
In Philadelphia there is a
